The rule governing the legality of 


a home run says that the umpire 
shall rule a hit over the fence or 
Into, the stands fair or foul accord- 
ing to where he last sees the ball. 


That means that if a ball was hit 


over the fence, and was twenty feet 
fair.when It passed out of playing 
territory, but curved Into foul ter- 
ritory when it finally passed from 
the umpire's view, It would be a foul 
ball. 


It is where the umpire last sees 


the ball rather than the fact It was 
fair when It passed out of playing 
terrltary. 


The rule originally was that the 


umpire should decide the hit en 
where he last saw the ball. At & 
meeting of the rules committee three 
years ago a change was made In the 
rule. It was ruled a home run If the 
ball was fair when it passed out of 
playing territory, regardless of where 
It later went. 


After two months of trial the major 


leagues went back to the old rule. 
believing that It was more difficult 
for the umpires to decide Just where 
It was when It passed out of playing 
territory than to watch it until It 
passed from their view.

NO SHEETS OR BLANKETS. 


The bunk-oar 1> simply an ordin- 


ary first-class ear, with the usual 
transverse compartments and a nar- 
row corridor running along one aide 
In day-time there are two seats fac- 
ing each other, each spaced off to 
accommodate three passenger*. At 
night two "upper bunks" 
are 
let 


down like our upper Pullman berths, 
but half as wide. 
There are now 


four "couchettes' In the compart- 
ment. 


Xo sheets or blankets aro furnish- 


ed, and sometimes no pillows, though 
these (as well as blankets) may be 
rented for two franca apiece In the 
station before leaving and left 
In 


the car next morning:. 
At bedtime 


the porter simply lets down the up- 
pers and the four passengers who 
have r«nted the "couchettes" wrap 
themselves 
up In 
their blankets, 


clothes and all and trr to sleep. 


AND WOMEN TOO 


The privilege of occupying a couch- 


ette costs various prices, according 
to the distance From Paris to Cham- 
bery It was 43 francs, or almost 
exactly <4. In addition to the flrst- 
clasa fare 
It will be seen that the 


rate compares unfavorably with the 
American Pullman rate for an equal 
distance 


And as for promiscuity, I shared 


my coachette compartment with an 
elderly Frenchman and two English 
ladies bound on their Easter holidays 
On behalf of gentleman voyagers I 
wish to protest that there should be 
compartments reserved for "gentle- 
men only," for I am obliged to be 
so nn&allant as to lay that these es- 
timable English dames were an <n- 
fernal nuisance. The Frenchman and 
I discreetly withdrew u the train 
left th» station, and the ladles then 
clost-d the door of the ooonpartment 
and lowered tha shades 
After nearly

New York, April 29—The unprece-

wide fire hazard. 


Not long ago three children at 


Alken, S. C., were burned to death 
In a fire resulting Jrrm a short cir- 
cuit In a radio transformer. 


More recently a New Jersey boy 


carelessly crossed the leads from his 
stora-ge battery ^and started a firs 
that might have become serious, If 
It had not been promptly detected. 


NEW EEGULATIONS. 


So the National Board of Fire Un- 


derwriters has established new In- 
surance regulations 
covering 
the 


use of radio sets. 


With some 750,000 receiving- »ets 


In usa today, as compared with a 
few thousand five or six months ago 
the extent of the danger is obvious. 


One of the chief hazards In con- 


nection with the receiving sets lies 
In the fact that the radio fans are 
prone to experiment with lighting 
circuits carrying currents of 125 to 
250 volts. 


When a boy reads of someone us- 


ing electric lighting circuit to re- 
ceive messages, 
ha 
Immediately 


plugs in at the lamp receptacle with 
the result that he either blows a 
fuse or burns out his colls. 


Of course, no message can be re- 


ceived over lighting wires unless the 
message 
has 
been 
transmitted 


through the medium. In that case 
it Is not a wireless proposition at 
all. 


It should 
be remembered 
that 


whenever a lighting circuit Is tap- 
ped, an extra hazard Is created un- 
less the wiring and connections are 
Installed in accordance with the na- 
tional electrical code. 


DANGER FROM BATTERY. 


Even the discharge from a six- 


volt storage battery is sufficient to 
causa trouble, if the lead wires ara 
cross-circuited so that they over- 
heat. Such batteries have often been

ence with the Income tax and they 
have simplified It to a remarkable 
degree—so much so, in fact, that or- 
dinarily the figuring af the amount 
one must pay Is but the matter of a 
moment. But, as Lord Nbrthcllffe 
once said, with greater truth than 


poetry: "No nation ever learns any- 
thing from another nation. Each na- 
tion must go. through Kg own bitter 
experience and pay for It." H« made 
thia remark Just after returning to 
England from America, In 1917. We 
had just entered the war and we had 
said we were going to fight the war 
according to our own Ideas, and build 
our own planes, our awn'«nglnes, our 
own guns and everything. 


This, however, is an Income tax 


story—not a war dltribe—although 
it Is difficult for one to think of 
taxes without thinking of the vast 
waste of our following so many of 
our own war ideas. 


CUT OFF SHILLING. 


A cablegram 
from 
London an- 


nounces there Is to be a reduction in 
the income tax rates over there of 
one shilling In the pound. Ther« Is 
the whole story of the British tax 
rate. It Is based on so many shil- 
lings In the pound, incomes In'ex- 
cess of a stated sum pay so many 
shillings in every pound. The rato 
Increases as the Income mounts un- 
til In some Instances It has required 
the taxpayers to turn over to the 
government twelve 
out of every 


twenty shillings earned. 


WHY NOT CHANGE t 


Why not an American Income tax 


based on so many cents In the dol- 
lar? If the man earning $10,000 a 
year Is told he shall pay fifteen ««nts 
in the dollar h« has that tangible 
figure before him all the time. And 
so It might range up to where the 
Incomes In excess of a million dol- 
lars a year paid fifty cents in the 
dollar. 


It H a simple system, but we ap- 


parently prefer the camouflage of 
four per cen normal, plus eight per 
cent normal, plus surtaxes which no 
man can estimate, until he gets a 
table prepared by the government 
sharks. Perhaps we don't want our 
people to know too vividly what they 


ar» expected to give up each year, cu 
at any rate we want to postpone ihe 
evil replication of what IB about to 
happen until the unlucky day when 
the collector says, "Come across." 


RADIO VOCABULARY. 


Some of the government experts 


who have to deal with radio activ- 
ities »re wondering whether they 
shall adhere to the established rules 
of grammar or drop inta the lingo of 
"etherdom" In their reports and cor- 
respondence. 


There Is no doubt that usage 


makes good grammar. New sciences, 
or rather new application* af science, 


mu:>,. adapt words which seeiu essen- 
tial and which readily fall from the 
tongue. 


The first problem which baa arlaen 


lias to do with broadcasting—which, 
of course, !• the perfectly good prea- 
ent participle of the verb to broad- 
cast But when It ccm«» to the part 
participle, usage seems to h»ve adopt- 
ed permanently tbe form "broad- 
casted," although any highly re- 
spectable dictionary plainly will tell 
you that you should e»y "broadcast," 
just aa in expressing the pait par- 
ticiple of farecast you say "forecast" 
and not "forecasted."

For Decatur the city plan, which 


has been darwn by M. H. West who 
was employed by the unofficial city 
planning commission to study the 
city and to prepare such a plan, has 
been officially adopted bv the city 
plan 
commission and 
the 
zoning 


commission has given practical proof 
of its adherence to that plan. 


This city plan, which is to the de- 


velopment of a city with the archi- 
tect's plan" are to the building of a 
house, must take the city house par- 
tially completel and adapt the parts 
of the old to the parts of the new 
and larger city which is to succeed 
the present city which has grown, 
hit or miss, good or bad, Tvell or '11. 
to its present size with no plan and 
no restriction.

where property values will be good 
and where the owners will know that 
some selfish neighbor will not be per- 
m'tted to do something with his own 
property which will 
damage 
the 


whole neighborhood. 


FOR CITT 150,000. 


In general tha city plan provides 


for a city of 150;oOfl. 
It- was not 


dra^n for a year or ten years but 
for fifty or one hundred years. 
It 


provides for establishment of zones 
wherein larger industries may locate. 
It provides for zones wherein the 
downtown retail district shall be gen- 
erally confined. 
It provides for res- 


idence zones and It -will protect res- 
idence property districts from dam- 
age through the Invasion of enter- 
prises -which do not properly belong 
there. 


Under a city plan ordinance with 


tha zoning ordinance as It weapon 
apartment houses could not be built 
in a neighborhood to the damage of 
other property. Grocery stores would 
not be stuck on corners in such a way 
to ru^n the symmetry £>f the entire 
Mock. The city plan lias been made 
to protect all through the enforce- 
ment of certain rules which govern 
the location of trades and industries 
%nd the use of property. 


PASS ON ADDITIONS.

the city planning commission.

Decatur's city plan was meant to 


^e a practical one and its advocates 
believe that it is very much so. 


MAT BE MODIFIED. 


That it will be modified frvm time 


to time is certain but that Its accept- 
ance as a general guide for this ad- 
ministrjt on and for many adminis- 
trations to come will be of very great 
economic as well esthetic value to 
the city of Decatur Is as certain as 
that any development along a care- 
fully studied plan Is more likely to 
succeed than one which runs along 
from day to day, from year to year, 
without a thought for the future.

roads of the United State* aped Into 
the promised land of prosperity last 
month, according to score* of fi- 
nancial returns pouring dally into 
the offices 
of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission. The roads had 
hoped to earn net profits at the rate 
of six per cent. The chances are 
that, as a whole, they have exceeded 
theft1 hopes. 


OVER t% GOAL. 


One hundred and thirty roads, ^ op- 


•rating 110,000 mile* of line—about 
61 per cent of the total—earned net 
daring the month about J60,000,000. 
In March, 1»1, th* earning! of the 
same roads totaled 118,000,000. The 
prospects are that total earnings for 
the entire country will approximate 
$90,000,000. According to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's calcu- 
lations, based on the seasonal Tarla- 
tlon of traffic, they had to earn but 
$83,000,000 to reach the six per cent, 
goal. 


PROSPERITY INDICATOR. 


The 
month 
of March, therefore, 


will mark the first time the roads 
will 
hare 
touched 
the ste 
P1"1 


cent rate since they were returned to 
private 
control. 
They hare ap- 


proaches It before but never at- 
tained It. Attainment of the goal at 
this time Is regarded by officials here 
as Indicative of the general awing of 
the entire country back to normal 
times. 


At Bie same time, 
officials are 


mindful, that the big Ma-ch earn- 
ings are due In greater measure to 
the unusually heavy volume ot tha 
noal traffic 
which was 
handled In 


March In anticipation ot the strike. 
This traffic moved earnings up many

In April, because of tbe strike, coal 
loadings -have dropped one .hundred
